Some Figures About New York'; 


Stock Exchange Building, 


Ihe interior of the new Stock Ex 


change building iu New York *s as in? 
posing as the exterior, says the New 
York Herald. The board room is pro 
nounced the finest chamber of its kind 
in the world. It is 144 feet wide, 10i 
feet long and 72Yj feet high. The win- 
dows facing Broad and New streets 
are 50 feet high and 9G feet long. Thej 
are constructed with vertical 18 inch 
steel beams, inclosed with ornamental 
bronze casings, the lower part being 
double; to allow for ventilation. The 
walls are of polished marble, and the 
ceiling decorations are gold. 


Marble is used throughout the balls 


and corridors, with fixtures of bronze. 
There is an abundance of room for 
committees aud office work. 


Some very curious figures about the 


construction were furnished by th« 
building committee. The four larga 
trusses over the board room, which 
carry the entire weight of the upper 
stories, bear a load to each pier of 
1,200 tons. The number of rivets used 
to put the trusses together was 48.000. 
The weight of the ceiling plaster is 
230 tons. There were G.GC2.29S bricks 
used in the masonry work. i:!.37S cubic 
yards of sand and 17.873 barrels of ce- 
ment. There were also 114.045 enam- 
eled bricks used and 55,500 face bricks.

settlers in a newly opened country, a 
and of natural advantages which must 
soon attract other inhabitants. With 
i large and increasing population he 
bresa-w that there must come a grow- 
ng demand for clothing ii.' he could in- 
roduce them and make popular his 
lew invention. He was a pioneer. He 
lad no competition. He controlled the 
tailoring trade of the world. 
Thus 


with the first industry cause the first 
trust 


As he busily plied his needle we 


enow not what visions of> future busi- 
iess and wealth filled his ambitiotis 
njiud. But never in his wildest dreams 
did he conceive that his little tailoring 
establishment, 
employing only four 


bauds, doing only a local trade and 
.uvuing out the first custom made gar- 
ment, would be the beginning of a 
ready made clothing business that in 
:he "United States alone gives labor to 
hundreds of thousands of hands and 
covers an investment of a great many 
million dollavs, 


But ' of the great wealth that has 


come from his invention Adam, like 
most pioneers, made no money what- 
ever and died leaving his family with- 
out a penny. Even his name is not as- 
sociated with bis wonderful discovery, 
but— such is the sarcasm of time— it ap- 
pears only in the word Adam's apple, 
in memory not of his virtues, but of an 
escapade of his wife. 


Though even Carlyle has not recog- 


nized Adam's sartorial genius, there 
are some capital points in the work of 
this first tailor. 
" He originated the style himself. He 
was not a petty trader on" the reputa- 
tion of others and imitating their fash- 
ions. Even "in the names for the gar- 
ments he was original. The first suit 
of clothes, in reality only a girdle or 
belt, Ire humorously termed an "apron." 


It is difficult to determine the season 


of the year. Judging from the coolness 
of the suit, it might have been a sum- 
mer style, but as it was just a little 
after the fall It was probably early iu 
the winter. 


They were hand stitched throughout. 


They contained no machine work or 
cheap labor. The workshop was in the 
open air, and. although tailored in the 
sweat of his brow, no sweatshop work 
was possible. 


The material was not of the best, but 


Adam found no better at hand. Some 
of the modern tailors, making shoddy 
garments at shoddy prices, imitate 
Adam, who used "leavings." 


As to Adam, the first customer, when 


he was r.lone in the world he never 
thought of dress, but when he came to 
the realization of himself 'as an indi- 
vidual and in relation to. others he be- 
gan to spruce up. Courtship led him 
to beautify himself, to appear well in 
the eyes of "the only vjonian he ever 
loved." Human nature has not changed 
much. 


With the entry of society dress be- 


gan. Perhaps this is why dress forms 
so prominent a feature in society to- 
day.

house girl°. An unusually large num- 
bsr of families report that the "girl" 
iias gone and large numbers are in 
search of suitable '"help." 


Not long ago ic was an easy matter 


to secure girls for $2 or $2.25, nut 
today they are hard to obtain at $3 or 
more. If there are any good girls in 
the country or small towns adjacent 
to Newark who want employment in 
many of the good households of New- 
ark let them make the fact known 
through the.Advocate and they will 
have no trouble in securing a home. 
The Ad,tofate charts nothing (for 
"positions wanted" advertising. 


, Newark is not alone in this scarcity 
ol tooks. 
The town of Chillicothe 


for examp'le, is making a fearful faco 
over the lack of housemaids and some 
of the people over there are blaming 
Swisher Bros, of this city, who have 
recently started a branch cigar factory 
at Chillicothe for having reduced the 
avai'able supply. 
Tho factory em- 


ploys 200 girls. The News-Advertiser 
print's the following on the subject: 


"John Swisher, of Swisher Bros.caiJ 


that he did not have in his employ 
•here three giils who would work in a 
kitchen. It 'is true, he said, that 
some kitchen girls engaged to work 
in the factory, but they were either 
dissatisfied with the work or failed to 
become expert and remained only a 
fchort time. 


"There are hundreds of girls in ev- 


ery town, he said, who would work in 
a factory at lower wages than in a 
kitchen. 
Two dollars a week as a 


house servant is equal to six dollars 
z week in a factory, but girls prefer 
the factorv as a rule, even when they 
cannot make a living at it. In a fac- 
tory the hours are known and when 
the whistle blows in the evening there 
j- no more work until the next morn- 
ing. 
The girls in a factory are treat- 


ed differently: they teel that they are 
a higher grade than the kitchen girl. 
but why this is is v.nc\plainable; but 
H may b? they are on a social plane 
with their constant companions in the 
lactory, and are treated as equals by 
employers and superintendent?. \Ve 
all know this does not obtain :n the 
household.

Swisher said, you will find twenty 
causes for the deficiency of house-hold 
.ielp, and not one will find the estab- 
lishment of the cigar factory one of 
them. He has daily applications for 
positions in his factory. 


"Lon Sears was asked if the scarcity 


of female labor would interfere with 
the. operations of the canning factory 
and in reply said that factory labor 
was not scarce, that he anticipated a 
full complement of girls as soon as 
the pea canning season opened."
